The 656,000 square tniles (it 
ted for the growtli of potatoes alone 
would bo a region of moro tli an SCO 
miles square. \\'e have looked on the 
map in vain for thi.s greotor Hritish Col- 
umbia. We have not been able to pro- 
cure the Senate's Report in wliioh our 
oorrespondont found tlicse asiniiiiding 
figures; but wo find in tiio Iteimrt ol 
Professor MoCoun embodied, in Air. 
S«ndford Flomiug'i report of 1880 the 



following estimate of "tho area of the 
Beveral desoriptioas of land between 
Manitohn, and the ' Rooky Mountains 

within thf limits sho'.vn on the map," 
whick. are tho -lOth and .5(ith parallels of 
latitude. This aiea is only 2.'M,502 
miuiire miles of good land or 150,081,280 
acres, very little more than one-third of 
the "magnifieent country" described by 
our correspondeiit as being that which 
v^e and those whose policy we endorse 
are endeavoring to jiass over to the 
Dominion Ciovernment, If our corres- 
pondent was a tyro in letter writing we 
would bo inclined to conclude that in his 
excitement he had made a stupendous 
blunder, but we cannot bring ourselves 
to believe that so able and so experi- 
enced a writer could commit an egreg- 
ious mistake. He must have some de- 
sign in making that statement and pro- 
dneing tho.so tigures wliioh is beyond our 
coniprohension. 

lint W(! can assure our correspoiuleiit 
that we would not support the Pro- 
vincial (.ioverninent in handing over to 
the Dominion in exchange for the rail- 
way belt a region greater in extent than 
half a dozen khiropean states put to- 
gether. .-VU that il is proposed to do is 
to give a coinparati-ely small part of 
tlie north-east corner of this Province. 
How large tliiit may be will be a matter 
of negotiation. Wo, as via have al 
ready said, have no de.siro to disi)arag(' 
tlie land belonging to the rrovince 
wliieh is situated ill the I'eaee Kiver 
eoiintry. Kven if it is as good as the 
extiaoriliiiai-y region descriliod by our 
eorresponilent wo contend that its value 
to tlie Province in its wilderness state 
caimot be very great. In considering 
this proposed evehaiiue this is a matter 
of tlic^ lir^i import, uiee, and it is one 
which Mr. Iliuglns studiously avoids. 
What can that land bo sold for within a 
measurable period? Will not the ex- 
pense of administering it be far greater 
than the money that will bo received for 
il from settlers and otliors? Before that 
distant traet can lie Hett' .'dthe I'roviiice 
iniwt spend upon il a very considerable 
sum. lieiiig near tho Dominion lands 
if equal fertility it must be disposed of 
on the same terms or remain unsettled 
,aid unproductive; of how much greater 
value llieii is it u> the Province in its 
wiKUyness state than the bind of the 
.ailway lielt, of wiiieh our correapon- 
lent lias .so low an opinion? It must 
always be borne in mind that tho land 
does not go out; of the Province. The 
eastern boundary of British Columbia 
will remain where it is if the exuhango 
IS eii'ected. Kvery Bottler on it, every 
tr.idor or lumborm.in will become a 
taxpayer to tiu> t'rovinco. They 
will all be Britiah Colninbiana. 

This then is how the matter stands. 
It is proposed on account of tJio dillienl- 
ties and ooniplica t inns t hat havo arisen 
.'.nd aro likely to arise by having the 
lands of the railway belt under two jur- 
isdicliona; and also to promote the de- 
velopment of the mineral resources of 
iho province of all kiuds, to exchange 
the kind in the railway belt for land in 
the iiori he.ist of the province. The dual 
jurisilici ion is at present a hindrance to 
I he progi't'.-s nf t bo ininiiig industry 
tile province; the land in the northeast 
is of no bonelit to its government as long 
as it is unset tied, and it is likely to remain 
a long time in its present unproductive 
condition. Is it wise to make an ox 
change? Is it not bettor to have th<

It might be supposed that an en- 
lightened self-interest would induce the 
(."anadiaii Pacific to do all in its power 
to encourage the trade in fresh salmon 
from British Columbia to tho east. The 
lisli should bo carried at tho lowest pos- 
siblu paying rate. It is not likely that 
the road lost money at last year's rates. 
Hy raising thom they havo most proba- 
bly killed a inide that wouhl have 
been prolitablo both to the province 
ami the road. It takes a long 
tiiiio to teach the C. P. R. that 
a little liberality in tho end pays. Its 
being a monopoly should not make it 
unreasoniible ami extortionate. Those 
whom it uses its power to opjiress may 
havo no reilre.sa now, but it is certain 
that they will never rest until they get 
tln ir necks from under its yoke. By 
using a giant'.s Hlrength like a giant it 
broiiglit .Manitoba to the verge of to- 
hellion and forced the Maiiiloban."! to 
seek for an oiithit from their country' by 
other railroads, liy modoratioii and 
by treating the people well tho Canadian 
Paeilic Railway might havo remained 
a monopoly in ■Manitoba and the North- 
west for an iiidelinito time longer. Its 
manage. IS have seen how tli(. citizemi of 
•Seattle and of Wasliliigloii Territory 
have haileil competition, no nuttier 
whence it came, as a doliverauce. If 
they did not learu a lesson in modera- 
tion from the way in which their rail- 
road was welcomed by the inliabitiiiits 
of that city ami that territory, they 
niiist be indeed unteacliable. If the 
t'aiiadian Pacific Irealeil British Colum- 
bians exactly in the same way as they 
do people who have the choice of two 
or throe lines it would become popular 
Btid would retain its popularity, but if 
it goes on sqiii.eziiig every possible ilol- 
lar out of rifitisli ( 'oluinbiaiis becnuse 
they have no remedy it will be doing a 
vi-ry great deal to hasten the day of 
emancipation. There is already a pro.s- 
liect of relief, and the people of this pro- 
vince will do well to make what now 
appears to be a chance a certainty. If 
is too b.id that the waul of an accoiiiinn- 
dat lug spirit on the part of the only 
transcontinental railway in the prov- 
vince should kill a proiniiiing trade. It 
shows plainly that a single railroad in a 
country has too much power. What is 
wanted is healthy competition.

A ralbei' novel scene ^\as wilii(?s.sed in 
tlie Police Court yesterday iliiiiiig the 
hearing of the ciitliiig and wounding 
case that oeciiried on the wharf last 
week.

Wlion 1 Irieil to 
kick the hand of prisoner to nuiko him 
leavo go of the knife Wilson caught me 
by the shoulders and dragged me back. 
1 then found that I had been cut in tlm 
leg. One of the deokhands thenholpcl 
mu to the doctors. I never hail a roxs 
with tho man before. AVos too excited 
to notice the outs before I did.
